nance, should be raised to the diguity of
nelf support, 1l we view the varled provisions
shat bhave been made by the Creator for the
maintensuce of the fower animals, we will tod
that everything Is as certnin, fxed, and sure as
weil could be; and If we turn to the coercing
and induciug arrapgements in human society
shat iwflucnce men to labor for thelr own sup-

rl, we will ind that the wendency 1= altogether

make that sapport sure and certnin.  And
that ench arraugements have not been made for
woman is a curlous feature of our social econo-
mies, but it 1¢ nevertheless a fact,

Men are driven, coaxed, and counselled that
they must st Lhe very least rulse themsclves Lo
the hororable condition of self.suapport; ot the
same time every avenue (hat leads to bistorio
fame and foriane 18 open to them, whilst evory
form of sultable foice and inducement is used to
ennble them to resch these proud positions.
Why I# i1t not so for womoen? Womon réqgaira
food, clothing, mnd sheller, just as men do,
snd why they are not educated and Lrained to
produge these for themselves, or, belog debarred
from such production, why society bas not made
some other sore aud certwin provision for tuem
to receive all that 15 necessary for their full
support In lile, Is the crowning oversight and
groelly of Christinn society.

Now, 1t will natarally ozeur to all who reflect
on {his matter that Irrum this state of thivgs
tbere must arise a4 vast amount of wsong wond
suffering, increasing in maguitade and intensity
proportionably with the lncrease of population
and civilizution. Thus therve is, perhaps, not
one person who does not kuow of families who
are struggling to maintain what is called o re-
spectable appearance in life, whose efforts to do
p0 would, perlaps, be somewhat lighter
(in more ways than one) i the temale members
kad been brought up to labor for their own
support. There {8, perhaps, not one wha is not
acquainted with some woman who begau life as
most women wish to do, but who has boen
driven (rom that hopelul condition to hopeless
dradgery.

Think of tbhe childreu that ron loose on
pociety fatherless, and whose mothers have
earned nothing whereby they can support
them! Thiok of the mothers drudging to keep
themeelves and theiwr children: the eldest sent
to work too soon in order to help the tamily:
the others all more or less neglected in their
educational and moral trainiog, See what a
fruittul source of jgnorance, vice, unchastity,
and erime there 18 in this state of things,

But, although socioty has not made any pro-
wislon by which it cun support its women or
to educate them to support themselves, still it
bas & confident, sclf-complacent iden that its
women oan live by marriage. Now, if women
all got husbands: if husbunds never get drank
or sick or ran away, always had plenty of
work or mooey, snd never dled belfore their
wives and children, this idea ol society would
be right enoueli; but as husbands do all these
things, it follows that society I8 wrong, and
ihat every fulher, mother, or brother who pro-
mise their daoghters, eisters, and female
friends that it will not be necessary for them
ever to work for a living, are making pro-
mises that it is not within {heir power to keep:
and 1 know of many instances where daugh-
ters aud eisters refused to believe these  self-
eonfident promises of faithers and brothers; and
if they had not so disbelieved, God ounly knows
where some of them would bs to day.

1 am thinking just now of a flaxen-haired
ghild who, when she evnlered this instilution,
was as full of "'g&b and mg;ilu," and the conven-
tional ides of woman's destiny as she well could
be, It was o year and more belore she could
sedle down to work., ‘‘Her pa,” she ofien told
me, “‘said it would uever be necessary for her
to work for herself;” but pa endorsed for a
friend, the (riend could not pay, and pa lost all
he had. But what a satisfaciion 1o the young
lady it mugt have been to draw $400 out of the
gaving fund (which she had laid by from her
earnings a8 & teacher of art) and place it in her
father’s hands in the day of hus distress.  That
father taw before bim a daughter cspable of
taglng care of hersclf, and, in & piuch, of him
100. What A comment Lhat wa< on the purse-
proud ' eentiment of “you will never need to
work | "

1 am thinking of another lady, one who
learned wood engraviog at this school, When
her hnsband was sick, she by her labor main-
talped him and a home for herselfl and her
child, and sle carries on business yet. Suppose
these honorable ladies had kept the common
faith, would I huve had the unspeakable plea-
sure of telling you to-day of tbe cleyated posi-
tion they hold in the miods of all who know
them? could make many luteresting state-
ments #uch as Lhese, that al once prove the
wrongfulness of tha world’s way of bringing up
women and illustrate the objects of Behools of
Design for Women,

1 don’t speak irreverently of that command
which enjoins us to respect aud hooor our

Much 18 sald of the Influence of woman and of
her importance in homes and society at large,
but 1 feel that the influence of real steriing
womanhood is too seldom felt, and cannot be
general until she is fully eduested, and less de
pendent than now. The present develovment
| of woman prevents a higher, purer manhood as
well, and it in to the interest of both sexes that
woman, the molher of the race, should re
ceive the fullestonlture, be placed in the salest
und purest siate of being.

Yes, the influende of womin f& wast, but it
will e yaster when the bramns that the Creator
hath given her for use are allowed Lo be de-
veloped s they should be. Think of It, that I,
| and a few like me, have to run the gauntlet of
public opinion aod prejudice beeause we plead
that the Inculties that God has given woman
sball be fully cultivated for her own use and tho
improvement ol men !

Compliments are commonly given to women,
100 olten of & questiopnble kind, as | thivk;: too
much in the way ol fluttery. Buot look at the
compliments these Schools of Design oller you.
This School of Design movement Is based on the
[ propo:ition that brajos are braing whether in
the heads of wen or women; the same cultors
that men recelve inSchools of Design s atforded
to you. The eclevee of art is absolute. Thare
cannot be two scientific educations in art—one
for women aud another for men; all education
worthy of the pname is just and true. The
principles and luws that govern in the practice
of art and design knowino sex: those who wounld
be proficient must study until they comprehend,
and pructice until proticiency is atlained.

There schools do not propose to establish
branches of indostry suitable to the too super-
ficial minde of most girls: no, on the contrary,
we propose to educate, train, and develop those
minis to suceessfully praciize the same branches
that men do now, and have always worked at,
This 18 a kind of compliment that is seldom paid
to your sex. These kinds ol compliments are
not such ug ore uspally paid to ladies, Jure not
such as poets ing. They may not strike your
car at first as pleaeantly as those you are arcus-
tomed to hear, but all the troe in heart will
belleve them, and time will prove to all of you
that they are the truer of the two.

Men love beauty lo woman, women in them-
selves, and both foulishly think that what they
eall too much colture, with work, destroys
peautly snd lovellness in woman, But 1 ask
both to look over toclety aud tell mwe if tens of
thousands o women, ignorant, disappointed
drudges, are not more ugly, nay, often more
hideous, thau any well-educated working
woman they know. Are we to believe that some
of the younz women we mcet on Chesnut and
other sircets daily, dressed upin ail the finer
and trappings of a reduced barbarism, wit
minds to match, who turn up thelr roses at
working wonen, wha despise the dignity of
lubor—would we esteem them as beautiful ?
Were it not for the Jow standard that is esta-
bhshed for womer, these girls wonld not bs
recognized by auy men but of their own sort,
from one end of the street to the other.

nncertain lile—ls the most valaable, the most
to be sought alter. Women, a3 a general thiog,
read too much aud desire to work too little, It
Is well Lo read, bat it is bellter to be able to
support yourselves, even if your reading is less,

All this will be thought hard doctrine by those
whose minds ure glven to dress and faghlon, bat
it Is the doctrine that leads to the development
of mind, to the dignity of maintalning oneself
and those depending on us. It is the doctrine
of truth, purity, and peace. I ask you Lo accept
it, to carry it out in your lives, Don't ba afraid;
il good men—and those are the only kind von
ought to care lor—will respect you the more,

Fourteenth Day's "rocecdings

DAILY LESSONS ON THE SEASON OF LENT

An Intei eating Divcnsslon on the Canon of Intrusion
WHAT CUONSTITUTES A CONGREGATION

Now Yonui, Oct, 29,

The fourleenth day of the Prolestant Eplscopal
Nutional Convention opened this morning at ten
o'clock, with the usnal religlons setvices, which were
conducted by the Mev, Dr, Rylance, of lilibols, and
the Rev, Dr, Cook, of New York,

The benediction was pronvunced by Blshop Clark-
pon, of Nebraska,

The record of yeatorday's procecdings was read by
the Secrelnry, and approved,

The Rev. Dr. Wheat, of Tennossees, offered a resolu-
tion seking the Committice on Prayer Hook to ingnire
inte the propriety of selecilag morning sod evening
leegome for the peasen of Lent, which sball not inter-
fere with the regular Bundny lessons,

Referred to the Commitiee on Praver Book,

The Hev, Dr. Shelton then calied for the reading of
the trienulal repork of thoe Trusiees of the General
Theologlen! Beminary. "1'he reporl was read, and it
exhibits the total valame of real estate d by the
Beminary to be $253,000, and the persoval estate $07,-
8O0 tote! assets, SA50,000, The llabillties amount to
gun,66h, Buarplos arsels, $900,034. The tolal receipls
for current expenses during the yenr amoutited to
$17.000, and the expenditores, $i,100, leaving n deil-
clency in reeeipts of §2200,

It fe the opinion of Trustees that by leasing por-
tions of their real estate for a long term of vesars thev
will mect thie or any other defleiency that may oeonr,

The Rev. Dr, Matian, of Md,, from the Commilice
on Csnong, reporied the following amendments to
Canon X1, Tivle1:—

Resolved, That Canon X1, Title1, rections 1 and 2, be
amended 8o a5 to read: - No mmister, in charge of
any congregation of this church, or in case of vaciney
or sbeence, no churchwardens, vestrymen or trostees
of the congregation shall permit any person to of-
ficiate therein without guflicient evidence of his belng
idnly lleensed or ordained to minister In s ehnrel,
Cunon X1, Title 1, seclions 1 and 2, is hereby repealed ;
Provided, that such repeal sholl not affect any case of
violation of sald Canon fommitted before this date;
hut such caee shall be governed by some lnw as if no
euch repeal had taken place,

The report and Canon were recommitted to the
commitlee after some disenssion,

The Rey. Dr, Haight, of Now York, lrom the Com-
mitiee on Canons, presented following amend-
ment to Canon XII, section 6, Title 1—the “Tyng
Canon,"

1t adds Lo the first snb.gection of eection
lowing words: .

“Nothing In this Cavon shall be nnderstood to lor-
bid a minister of this chureh feom dlseharging all his
duties as such *in respect to membiers of his own pa-
rish, who may be withio the parochisl limite of an«
othier minister, excopt the dutles of preaching and
reading prayers in a public congregation.”

Mr. George Lacey, of Alabama, moved Lo
whole malter on the lable.

Dr, Malght was desirons of knowing what object
the mover had in maklng eheh & motion,

Mr. Lacey said that his= object was to kil the
amendment, which, by ils wording, permits any mi-
nigter to perform all thoe dutles of his ofiiee in a pri-
vate house, where ten or fifteen, or more, of his
frienda might gather to hear him, read prayers, and
preach without making him amenable to this Canon,
More properly stated, he wanted a “‘public congrega-
tion.”

A motion wne made to ludefinilely postpone the
whole mailter, which was opposed by the Kov. Dr,
Rylance and others,

The Rev. Dr. Adams, of Wisconsin, made some re-
marke, and pointed ont bow much mischiof might be
wrought ol of this ameusdment, The effect of touch-
ing this Cavon wonld be to acgait the enlprit regently
tried, (Dr. Tyng) and eondemued tinder If, and lo
condemn the Dighop and the contt and every one cou-
nected with the prosecutinon,

Dr. Halght again read the amendment striking ont
the word “pubiie" before “*cougregation” in the last
line.

The motion to postpone indefinitely wae then with-
drawn, but was immediately raised by apotlier dele-
gate,

The Rev, Dr. M. A. De Wolle Howe, of Ponnsyl-
vauia, #tnted that this amendment did not touch the
part of the Canon adjndged to have beew violated in
the recent (rigl.  He thoughit that the tronhle 18 not
that ministers run around to claim their parishioners,
but that puriehioners claim thelr minister. The Lies
between them are so Llender thal they will not give
one another up, and no Cagon shounld be enmncted
which ehunld sever or altempt to sever those ties

Dr. Stubbs eiid the amendment alters the main foa-
tures of the Canon, and opeus the door for greater
mischief thun ever belore.

He was opposed to parishioners traveling from one
end of the country to wnotlier and keepine up their
church relutious, This amendment exposes parisl
reclors to greater danger by tolerating private ser-
vicoe,

A delegate from Ohlo expresscd his warm atiach-
ment and loyalty to the Choreh, but he contended
that this Canon did not and conld not mean a parish
to be bounded by territorial limite,

Dr, Pierce, of Alabsama, expressed his disapproba-
tion of the amendment, becanse tervitorial limits are
the oniy limits that have ever been recognized by the
Church, and, algo, becanve it tends o foster that
epirit of congregutionalism which is dnmagiog Lo the
Chureh,

The Nev. Dr. Littlejohn, of New York, then took
Lthe floor, and sald be hoped no delegate would be
choked off and gagged by this cry, but that tho fullest
scope would be given to every brother to discuss this
very important matior,

The matter, after gome farther dlacnssion,
postponed indefinitely. Yeas, 123 nays, 78

This 18 regarded nsa defeat of the friends of the
Rev. Dr, Tyng, In whose intereal it is nonderstood the
amendment wase lutrodoced.

On the re-nssembling of the Convention, the Rev,
Dr. Adamas, of Wisconsin, rose and stated that he had
a Canon, geuernily kmown as Hogh Davey Evans
Canon, on Marriage and Divoyces. He desired that
the Canon should be referred to the Commibies on
Canony, and it was so referred.

Mr. Adams algo offered the following, which was
referred to the Commitiee on Canons: —

While onr own collection of hymos neually annexed
to the prayer book as the hymulal of this Chureh,
nevertheless any clergyman of this Chureh, with tha
express consent of his Blahop, s suthorised to use,
a6 supplementary, any bymos la the uonderneath col-
iections employed in our awn Charch.

The Rev. 1. Meade preseuted the tollowing re-
pert:-

Whereas, In the opinion of many, the signs of the
timee clearly indicate that there 1s A strong and in-
ereasing ire amoeng 1ho chusches, and in tLe
varlous denominations of Christisuns in Christendom
to pee such ,‘“ﬂ'!’ restored: Lherefore

ﬂf_ﬂmdl That, with the concurrence of the House
of Ulerieal and_ Lav Deputies, a committes Lo 8
peigled by tbe Houre of Blabope from among tbhelr

own number, who shall be an organ of communica-
tinn with other branches of the Uharch, and with tha
different Christian bodies who may deelre information
or conference on the eabject; the sgid commities Lo
be antitled *"The Commiesion of the Protestant Epls-
copal Charel, in the United Brabes of America, on
Chinreh Unity.”

The report was adopted,

A miersage was recelved from the Hause of Blshops
contaluiug & long report on the “lalian Reform
Movement.”

The report took gronnde in favor af the movement
now golog on lu Italy, as regards worship o the
vilgar tongne, non-celibacy of the clorgy, &e.

The report particuinrly mentions the fact that great
opposition was offeted by some of the native priests,
who were grorely iguorant,and made their liviog aay-
ingE mase,

The report contained the folloawing resolntion: -

Kepolved, Thnt this Convention recognies 1 the re-
port of the commities, reason for devont gratiinde to
Almighty God, for the growing manifestation of &
disporition in the members of tne church in Tialy o
magnily the anthority of the Word of God, returning
to Beriptural and Catholle slmplieity, and puarity of
dociring, direipline and worehip; that it renews the
expression uf hearty sympathiy with the esrncst and
godiy membera of these charches, both of the clergy
knd Inity, who are Inboripg to that effect, humbly
commending them, with the holy work they have in
hund, 1o the favoring gnidance and protection of the
Holy Spirit, that He muy proeper thelr efforts to n
goou result, 1o the Lrne glory of It ily, to the salvation
of the #ouls of their cougregations, sud o the honor
ol the great name of God and our SBavior,

Resolved, Also, that this Convention warmly recom-
mends Lo Lhe members of this ehiureh In thelr soveral
wtatiuns, the exerclie of all Chrlitian ofMees of love,
ln the enconragemant and seslstanes of the reformiug
tendencies and movements In the Itulian Choreh.

On motion of the Hey, De, Mahao, of Marsland, the
resolutions were made the speeial order of the day for
Saturday.,

The gpecinl order of the Say, the report of the Come-
mitteer on Christian Edaeation, was then taken up.

The Kev. Dr. Littlejohn, of New York, spoke st
Freat length on the report, and effered the followlng
resmuiotion 1—

_Hiesoleed, Thut this house hereby declare ite convle-
tion that the Chorch vnoglit to consider the Christinn
education of her c¢hildren as n work which she s
bennd to promate in her organic corporate capacily
alul]:.u of eo-urdinatle inlportance with hor missionary
work.

The Nev. Dr. Goodwin, of Pennaylvania, then pave
